Shop Students at Palm Springs High 


Build Houses Despite Material Lack 


Building homes in Palm Springs m ay be out for the duration, but 
that does not deter student carpenters at Palm Springs H igh School 
from building to their hearts' content. T hey lay foundations, line up 
girders, set up studding, joists and rafters, and nail on clapboards 
and siding. A nd yet they do not use essential w ar m aterial. 


H aving experienced the diffi­ 
culty 
of 
getting 
lum ber 
and 
building m aterials to w ork w ith, 
and yet realizing th at his boys in 
woodshop m ust get practical in ­ 
struction, Mr. Wood Glover, in ­ 
structor in physical education and 
shop early this year decided th a t 
he would sta rt a project in m in ­ 
iature house building using scrap 
m aterial available at the school. 
D raw ing plans beforehand, th e 
boys in shop proceeded to build 
two m iniature houses to the scale 
of 1 inch to 1 foot, on table tops 
in th e shop. The electric saws and 
tools of the shop w ere used to cut 
and surface th e pieces of wood 


used 
in 
the 
foundation, 
floor 
joists, 
sub-floor, 
studding, 
and 
rafters. 
A fter all pieces of wood w ere 
cut and surfaced they w ere glued 
in place to com plete th e fram e of 
the buildings. In th e fram e of the 
buildings there are w indow sills, 
floor boards and doorw ays to 
sim ulate the genuine construction 
of a full-size house. 
The boys who w orked on the 
m iniature buildings w ere Ernest 
Tomkins and F rak Downs on one, 
and Vernon W ard and Fred G al­ 
van on the other. They completed 
these scale houses in approxim ­ 
ately three weeks.
